Russia coincided with a claim by Moscow that more 


than 400 towns, railway

According to Moscow the Soviets 
are gaining ground on all sectors, 
the viggest advance claimed being 
in the Donetz Basin. The advances 
reported in the principal sectors 
are :— : 

Doneiz—In the Donetz Basin 
Soviet forces have pushed ón for a 
distance of from 9 to 12 miles, tak- 
ing the town of Proletarsk, 15 miles 
west of Lisichausk, the fall 
which was announced on Thursday. 

Konotop—in the Konotop sector 
the Red Army troops, who recently 
took Rylsk and ' Glukhov, have 
pushed on to Putivl, 30 miles north- 
east of Konoiop. It is in-this area 
that a Russian drive is apparently 
driving-towards Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine. 

Smolensk — Big advances were 
recorded in the Smolensk area, 
where more than 100 inhabited loca- 
lities have fallen to the Red Army. 

Bryansk—South of Bryansk more 
ground has been taken. 

Kharkov— West and south-west of 
Kharkov German counter-attacks 
have been crushed and the Red 


' Army positi-ns improved. 


COUNTER-ATTACKS 


_A new: Red Army offensive in 
Southern Russia was reported last 
night by the German News Agency, 
which said :—‘‘Since early to-day 
the long-expected Russian offensive 
on the Central Donetz has been in 
full swing.” 

[In this sector, says Reuter, the 
Germans are blowing up all indus- 
trial enterprises, public buildings 
and houses, and mining the towns 
before they retreat. 

The Russians have already driven 
more. than seven miles beyond 
Sumy on several sectors. At the 
southern end of this front Cossacks 
are pursuing the Germans along the 
shores of the Sea of Azov. 

The Soviet onslaught has now 
reached such weighty impetus that 
the Germans are being given no 
time to disengage their forces and 
regroup.

The German News Agency claimed 
last night that the Russians have 
lost 1,780,000 men in killed, 
wounded and prisoners since their 
ofiensive began on July 5. In the 
battles south-west of Vyazma and 
south-west of Belyi they lost anothér 
160,000, the Agency added. It further 
claimed that, since the Eastern 
campaign started, Russian losses 
exceeded 20,000,000, including 
5,700,000 prisoners in German 
herds. 

Moscow Radio yesterday gave these 
figures of German losses in a month's 
fighting on the Orel, Kursk and 
Byelgorod fronts :—150,000 killed, 
12,500 captured; 4,600 tanks des. 
troyed or damaged, 2,500 ‘planes 
shot down.—({Reuter.)

FEW hours before the in- 
A vasion started, Flying Fort- 
resses made a 1,500-mile 
round trip to the Alps! to sever the 
rail lifeline through the Brenner 
Pass. They smashed vital bridges 
at Bolzano and Trento, on the Itahap 
side of the pass, leaving this main 
artery .temporarily cluttered with 
wreckage. 
Direct hits were scored on the 
main railway bridge and on the rail- 
way itself at Bolzano, only 30 miles 
below the pass, thro.,sh which runs 
the 80-mile stretch of single-track 
railway. -The town:was blanketed 
with bombs, and yellow and orange 
débris seen by the Fortress crews 
showed where landslides from over- 
hanging cliffs had crashed down on 
the tracks, blocking the lines. 
At Trento, 25 miles further south, 
both the road and railway bridges 
over the r@er were hit, Reuter 
says, and the railway was blocked 
and the road bridge Bent Four 
Axis fighters were shot down. 
By crippling the Brenner route, 
the Fortresses dealt a heavy blow at 
the Axis military machine. .

AIRBORNE 


General Eisenhower is again mak- 
ing considerable use of airborne 
troops, according to reports reaching 
Washington. While there is no 
official confirmation of this, military 
observers ‘believe that it is ‘‘ more 
than possible that the bridgeheads 
mentioned in reports are -being en- 
larged by forces dropped by air on 
the Sicilian pattern.”’ 

It is also believed that the Axis 
command in Italy will shortly be 
confronted with a major tactical 
surprise. 

Rome and Berlin have admitted 
that Allied troops and tanks are 
advancing. 

Berlin said that British troops, 
which landed north of Reggio, had 
pushed 10 miles along the coastal 
road to ‘Scilla, and that other 
mechanised forces advanced east- 
wards from Reggio. 

‘The enemy’s invasion is now in 
full swing,’’ said Rome Radio. ‘‘ They 
are taking full advantage of their 
material superiority.’’ 

German Radio said 
British troops were immediately 
engaged by German Pioneer and 
Grenadier troops, and suffered con- 
siderable losses. 

“Fast German bomber and fighter 
formations made an effective attack 
on the British landing units, several 
of which were sunk before they could 
reach the Italian coast. (thers had 
to be abandoned by their crews,’’ 
the Radio claim stated.

If a purely vocational Senate is to 
be chosen the pfesent method’ of 
election is wrong and unrepresenta- 
tive.
